The Dublin Gazette on Tuesday night contained 
a proclamation placing the county of the city of 
Dublin under the first section of the Criminal Law 
and Procedure (Ireland) Act. The section referred 
to authorises the Attorney-generat to direct, by an 
order in writing, a resident magistrate, of whose 
legal knowledge the Lord Chancellor shall be 
satisfied, to hold an inquiry relating to any offence 
to which the section applies, and concerning 
which a sworn information has been made. A 
similar proclamation places the county of Dublin 
under the same section. 

Lord Clanricarde’s agent has taken ont 
ejectment processes against the Loughrea shop- 
keepers, who have adopted the “plan of 
eampaign,” and a large force of police, under 
Mr. M. O’Brien, county-inspector, Ballinasloe, 
has arrived in Loughrea to enforce the decrees 
which were obtained at the last quarter sessions. 
The agent, accompanied by a large body of 
emergency men armed with crowbars and rifles, 
marched through Main-street, Loughrea, to the 
bouse of Mr. William Flynn, town councillor. 
Nearly all the traders, however, consented to pay 
the money down, with 220 expenses. All the 
household furniture and shop goods of Mr. John 
M‘Carthy will be sold. umerous other evic 
tions and seizures for rent are expected. 

A special meeting of the Limerick town counci: 
was called for to adopt a resolution with refer- 
ence to the Papal rescript.
